Sir: 

This letter is submitted to point to an inconsistency in status of the subject patent 
application and USSN 10/760,339. This matter was discussed over the telephone with 
Examiner's Seidleck and Richter in order to obtain guidance concerning how to proceed 
on June 29, 2005. 

Applicants have filed a terminal disclaimer against USSN 10/760,339 in the 
subject patent application. 

The subject patent application is allowed. It contains claims directed to a process 
for the manufacture of polytrimethylene ether glycol. The invention, as described in 
claim 1, comprises polycondensing 1,3-propanediol reactant (and 20 weight % or less of 
comonomer diol) to form a polytrimethylene ether glycol at less than one atmosphere 
pressure using a polycondensation catalyst. 

USSN 10/760,339 contains claims directed to a continuous process of making 
polytrimethylene ether glycol. Claim 83 is focused on continuously polycondensing a 
1,3-propanediol reactant to polytrimethylene ether glycol in a reactor at a pressure of less 
than one atmosphere. Other pending claims also recite carrying out the process at low 
pressure, and include claims 54-59, 63 and 84-89. These claims stand rejected under 35
